This  compilation  of  Doctors'  dissertations  and  Masters1  theses 
is  conceived  as  an  aid  to  students  and  counselors  in  the  hope  that 
some  duplication  of  effort  may  be  prevented  and  that  areas  of  re- 
search, so  far  more  or  less  neglected,  may  be  discovered.   The  list 
is  based  on  material  on  file  in  the  Library  of  the  American  Founda- 
tion for  the  Blind,  on  the  bibliographies  of  research  studies  publish- 
ed by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  from  1927  to  I9I4O,  and  on  the 
bibliography  of  unpublished  research  on  the  blind  published  in  1950 
by  the  TJ  •  S.  Office  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation.   Some  of  the  anno- 
tations included  are  condensed  from  notes  prepared  by  the  Federal  Se- 
curity Agency  Library  and  used  in  this  BULLETIN  with  gracious  permis- 
sion from  that  Library. 

It  is  thought  that  a  student  casting  about  for  a  subject  for  his 
research  needs  a  comprehensive  and  up-to-date  list  of  theses  within 
his  own  field  of  education,  health  problems,  etc.,  according  to  the 
department  of  the  university  in  which  he  is  a  student.   The  material 
in  this  compilation,  therefore,  is  arranged  in  four  groups— Education 
(including  Educational  Psychology);  Health  Problems;  Psychology;  and 
Social  Work  and  Social  Problems. 

As  a  rule,  theses  and  dissertations  deposited  with  university  lib- 
raries may  be  borrowed,  usually  on  an  interlibrary  loan  basis.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  unpublished  theses  mentioned  here  are  avail- 
able at  the  Foundation  Library  or  at  the  U.  S.  Federal  Security  Agency 
Library  in  Washington,  D.  C.  In  order  that  students  and  counselors 
may  benefit  from  this  easier  way  of  consulting  some  of  this  material, 
the  theses  obtainable  from  the  Federal  Security  Agency  Library  are 
marked  FSA,  and  those  in  the  Foundation  Library,  AFB. 

In  cases  where  the  dissertation  or  the  thesis  has  been  published 
in  full  or  in  'condensed  form,  the  fact  has  been  noted. 


In  later  years  many  colleges  and 
universities  have  abolished  the 
practice  of  requiring  a  formal 
master's  thesis  for  the  granting 
of  a   degree.     In  its  place  com- 
prehensive examinations  may  be 
substituted  or  a   shorter  master's 
essay  is   requested.     For  instance, 
in  a    school  of  social  work  such 
essays  often  take  the  form  of  a 
survey  of  one  or  more  welfare 
agencies  in  the   student's  home 
locality;   in  a   library  school  the 
student  may  be  requested  to  make 
a   study  of  a   special   type  of  li- 
brary. 

Ihese   essays,   as  a   rule,    are   not 
based  on  original   research  or  ex- 
perimentation;   therefore,   no   ef- 
fort has  been  made  to  include 
this  kind  of  material  in  this   com- 
pilation.

Attempts   to  measure   gross  motor  performance  of   blind  and  partially 
seeing   children  by  means   of  a   battery  of  tests,   including  the   fifty- 
yard  dash,   basketball   throw  for  distance,    standing   broad  jump,    and 
Iowa   Brace  test.      The  tests  were  given  to  865  children  in  twelve 
residential   schools  and  eight  braille  classes.

Attempts  to  determine  experimentally  whether  or  not  visual  defects 
influence  achievement  in  reading,  as  shown  by  an  experiment  con- 
ducted with  pupils  in  the  seventh  grade  in  the  Oakland  public 
schools.  Finds  that  the  superficial  eye  tests  now  given  in  many 
of  the  public  schools  are  inadequate  and  should  be  replaced  by 
more  thorough  and  more  complete  tests.

Shows  that  residential  schools  for  the  blind  are  losing  their  char- 
itable and  eleemosynary  character  and  are  becoming  organic  parts 
of  state  educational  programs;  that  objective  tests  are  being  de- 
veloped for  use  as  measuring  instruments  in  these  schools;  and  that 
lack  of  accurate  information  about  the  learning  process  among  the 
blind  is  reflected  in  the  programs  of  studies  and  in  the  methods 
of  teaching.
